Tho fourth sbot struck his brothor, Solo- 
mon, who bad sprung to catch Adam, iu 
tbe loft side. 
Pfeiffier then disappeared and 


has not been seen slnco. Tho remainder oi 
tho Wright family quickly summonod Drs. 
Lindloy and Rumago, who pronounced both 
tho brothers' injuries fatal. Whether Mc- 
Donald would live or not they could not 
say, but there is only a very faiut hopo for 
his life.

A Community or Intoresti tlio Beat Pro. 


tcctlon Agalmt Striken, 


ST. Louis, Oct. 12.—Mr. Jay 
Gould, 


before leaving tbo city Saturday night 
upon bis tour of inspection, submitted to a 
long interview upon various matters. In 
reply to a quostion as to his opinion of 
labor strikes bo said: 


"There should never be a labor strike on a 


rail ,vay, and I doubt if thoro over would 
bo 
it 
both sides 
could 
bo mad» tc 


realize how interwoven their interests are. 
Railway omployos cannot prospor unless 
tbo railway is prosperous; neither can a 
railway prosper unless its amploj'os are 
prosperous; their Intorosts are necessarily 
mutual, since tbo ono is depsnJent upon tho 
other, and anything that ia calculated to 
disturb tbat relationship should bo frownod 
down. If that principle wore clearly un- 
derstood and applied there would bo no 
reason for complaint on either side. I think 
tbe omployos dhould have tbo largest possi- 
"bio wages, but tho money invested in the 
property should bavo tbo right to secure a 
yield. Both havo rights, aud oach should 
resppct the rights ot tho other. 


"Now I mo*t heartily wish that our om- 


ployos would flrst socuro hotnoa for thom- 
solvoa on the lino of tho voad, and tben put 
tliolr sAvincJ into tbo stock oC tbo company. 
Tbon thoy would have a double intero.t in 
tbe property. I should bo glad to know

The Question of a Complete 


System of Water-Works 


DiHcnBHea at tbe BunintsB 


Alen'* Aftioeintlon this Evenlojr. 
The question of a water supply for the 


O':ty of Janesville will be discussed at 
the meeting of the Business Men's asso- 
ciation this evening. This is a question 
which deeply interests every tax payer 
in the city, and one which should be 
carefully considered. The question of 
what kind of works we are to have- 
reservoir, directjpreasure, or a combina- 
tion ot the stand pipe and direct pres- 
sure--oughtnot to divide the sentiment 
of the people Jat fthis time. Some are 
using these differences of opinion to con- 
centrate an opposition to the movement in 
favor of water works. Thesa questions' 
as well as tho source of water supply, 
should be deferred until it is decided to 
construct the works. The mam question 
to be settled now—Shall we have water- 
works? Shall they be owned by tbe 
city, or by a private corporation ? 
vVe 


understand that the committee on pub- 
lia improvements of the Business Men's 
Association will bo prepared thisevfiuiug 
to present facts and figures to tho meet- 
ing throwing sufficient light on this 
question that the people may easily de- 
cide it for themselves. 


Janoavil'e, by the recent state census, 


is given the tenth place among the cities 
of the state. The nine larger cities, and 
many smaller, now have water works in 
operation, end with-one sxception are 
experiencing regular "booms" in tho way 
ot business anrl a healthy mcrsaee ot 
population, The question for ne to de- 
cide at this time is not merely the build- 
ing of water works, but whether wa shall 
stand still and allow other localities to 
reap the harvest at our uxpeuse. The 
zette has frequently remarked that' we 
cannot afford to Teraam inactive while 
the communities around us nra ever on 
tho 
alert 
to 
draw 
to 
them 


new business enterprises. We can- 
not increase our business and our popu- 
lation without ti corresponding outlay o 
capital. Tho credit ot Janesvillo is sec- 
ond to no oily in the United States, and 
tnere is no valid reason why wa should 
remain in the old-time ruts, contenting 
ourselves with what the morrow may 
ohanse to bring forth. Some say that we 
cannot afford the luxury of waterworks, 
either to own them ourselves or to hire 
from a private corporation. This, wo 
think, a great mistake. We will look at 
it on the ground of fire protection, acd 
see. The expenses 'of our present fire 
department, including tho purchase of 
hose, new apparatus, etc., will now aver- 
age $7,000 per year; the chances are that 
these 
figures 
will 
be 
increased 


rather than decreased. With this outlay 
ot 
money, our 
property-owners— 


the tax payers—receive no reduction in 
insurance rates, but pay annuolly be- 
tween forty and fifty thousand dollars as 
premiums on insurance. It doon not 
necessarily follow that tha building of 
water-works will reduce the rate of in- 
surance any more than the purchase of 
additional fire engines, but with a com- 
plete system of water-works in our city— 
with a fire hydrant on alternate corners 
of our streets with n capacity equal to 
both our steam fire engines, our property 
owners would feel themselves safe in 
carrying less insurance, and at least one- 
half 
the 
sum 
named 
would 
be 


saved—a 
sum 
tufilcient 
to 
pay 


tho 
expenses 
of the fire depart- 


ment, the water rent for hydrants, or the 
interest on the money borrowed to build 
the works, with, a good balance left. 
This may not be money saved to the 
:ity, but it is money saved 
to the tax 


payers, and can bo veriSed in any city 


liere water works are in operation. The 


money thus saved i.to the tax payers 
would iu a vary few years amount to a 
sum larger than the cost ot tho proposed 
works. 


The proposition of Messrs,".Goodhue & 
Biraey. ot Springfield, Mass,, published 
in the Gazette last week, to fnrnieh the 


city a water supply, will come before the 
bu sineis men's meeting this' evening for 
discussion. The building ot water works 
need not necessarily follow; the business 
mon's 
association 
will 
simply 


make 
an 
effort 
to 
present 


to the common council some definite 
plan for their consideration. The only 
real division of sentiment between those 
fa voring water works is whether the city 
shall build and own them, or a private 
company build and own them. 
This 


question while important, should not in- 
terfere with tbe more important question 
as to whether we will or will not have the 
proposed works. Inasmuch as the pro- 
position of Messrs. Goodhue & Birney 
contemplates the city eventually owning 
he plant, and inasmuch as the city 
would build the same by contract it con- 
structing her own works, it is reasonable
